were, because that’s what he’s go­ 
ing to talk about when he goes 
befo re Congress.” 
Sen. Millikin (R-Colo.) left the 
conference some time before the 
other leaders came out. He said 
“I can’t say ” when the prospec­ 
tiv e deliv ery date for the State of 
the Union message. 
Taft said the other congressional 
leaders discussed “a long list of a 
dozen or more things” which will 
be cov ered in the message. 
“But we can’t tell y ou what they 
are,” he repeated. 
Asked whether the Taft-Hartley 
labo r law was discussed, Taft said 
the President brought the matter 
up and “ I make some suggestions.” 
Asked whether he was satisfied 
with the message, Taft said: 
“It was a v ery harmonious con­ 
ference.” 
Then he added that the leaders 
did not get a look at the message 
itself because it still was in just 
outline form. 
White House Press Secretary 
J ames C. Hagerty told a later 
news co nference that he does n6t 
kno w the prospectiv e length o f the 
State o f the U-’ io n ?<e.:s&ft'e. 
Hagerty Answers 
In reply to other q uestions Hag­ 
erty said: 
1. That he is try ing to determine 
whether Eisenhower will hold a 
press conference before the mes­ 
sage is deliv ered to Congress. The 
President said last week he intends 
to hav e weekly meetings with cor­ 
respondents, but Hagerty said he 
has not y et determined when the 
first one will be. 
2 . That the appeal for presiden­ 
tial clemency for Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg, sentenced to death as 
atomic spies, has not y et been 
brought to Eisenhower’s attention. 
A correspondent asked whether 
the matter has come before Eisen­ 
hower and Hagerty replied “not 
directly .” 
3. That former Gov . Val Peter­ 
son of Nebraska did not see Eisen­ 
hower during a White House call 
today . Peterson had a conference 
with Sherman Adams, the Presi­ 
dent’s assistant. There hav e been 
reports that Peterson will be giv en 
a White House job.
